Applicant's arguments have been carefully and fully considered in light of the instant 
amendment, but are considered moot in light of the new ground(s) of rejection as 
necessitated by amendment. Accordingly, this action has been made FINAL. 

Claim Status 

Claims 1-3 remain pending and are ready for examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The 35 U.S.C. 1 12 2 nd rejection set forth in the Office Action dated 6 February 
2006 has been withdrawn in light of the instant amendment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Johnston 
et al (U.S. 6,272,588) hereinafter referred to as Johnston. 

As per independent claim 1, Johnston teach, 

o detecting device startup; (Column 5 lines 48-50) 

o providing a clock pulse as a refresh interval; (Column 3 lines 48-57) 
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o writing an original test code to a plurality of memory cells; (Column 8 lines 
35-41) 

o refreshing the memory cells a plurality of times by using the refresh 

interval; (Column 9 lines 11-15) 
o comparing saved test code with the original test code, to determine an 

effectiveness of the refresh interval; (Column 9 lines 16-19) 
o modifying the refresh interval and repeating the above steps; (Column 10 

lines 39-53) 

o determining a longest refresh interval as a result of the self-testing 

procedure; and (Column 1 1 lines 5-7) 
o using the appropriate refresh interval, defined by the longest refresh 
interval, to refresh the DRAM (Claim 6 as described in Column 10 line 39 
to Column 1 1 line 7). 
As per dependent claim 2, Johnston teach, 

o outputting a self-test success signal when the result of the comparison is 

equal; and (Column 8 lines 61-62) 
o outputting a self-test failure signal when the result of the comparison is 
unequal (Column 8 lines 58-59). 
As per dependent claim 3, Johnston teach, wherein the definition of the most 
appropriate refresh interval comprises: the most appropriate refresh interval is the 
longest refresh interval plus a specific variable (Column 11 lines 1-5).
